Russell Fails 
To Stop Huge 
Road Project 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—(7). 
Proponents of a bill authorizing 
more than $2,000,000,000 in fed- 
eral spending on a three-year 
$3,375,250,000 postwar highway 
program scored an initial 35-to-18 
victory in the senate today when 
they beat back a bipartisan move 
to postpone action until Novem- 
bere. 

Senator Russell (Democrat, 
Georgia), one of the six Demo- 
crats on the losing end of the 
vote by which the senate made 
the measure its order of business, 
declared it involves “entirely too 
much money.” 

But Senators Hayden (Demo- 
erat, Arizona) and Reed (Repub- 
lican, Kansas), argued that the 
proposed federal outlays are in 
line with federal revenue from 
gasoline, oil and other taxes paid 
by highway users. 

“T do not believe we could pos- 
sibly justify borrowing $2,000,000,- 
000 to pyramid on top of the pres- 
ent public debt, for the purposes 
of this bill, unless the program 
were in some way related to the 
condition of unemployment,” Rus- 
sell declared. 

“I have been a spender,” the 
Georgian declared, but added that 
he feared the effects of a national 
debt approaching $300,000,000,000. 

“If we are to spend the money 
in a period of unemployment, that 
is one thing, but it is another to 
spend it during a period of high 
employment.” 

Debate on the bill starts to- 
morrow. 


Lewis Hits FDR 
And Pantsmaker 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 12.—(7)— 
John L. Lewis criticized the Roose- 
velt administration today in his 
opening speech to the United Mine 
Workers convention, appealed to 
members indirectly to turn the 
President out of office, but gave 
no inkling whether he would ask 
them for an outright indorsement 
of Gov. Dewey, the GOP presi- 
dential candidate. 

The graying president of the 
miners declared the President had 
“publicly kicked every coal miner 
in the face,” and said if Mr. Roose- 
velt is re-elected “you'll get some 
more of it next April” when wage 
negotiations are reopened.

privilege but only equality of 
treatment. 

“And yet,” he said, “there are 
some who hold that the miner is 
a hewer of wood and a drawer 
of water, and is not entitled to 
equality of treatment.

LONDON, Sept. 12.—(7)— 
The Swiss Journal De Geneve 
said today that German indus- 
trialists have warned Hitler 
through the Nazi general staff

than another eight weeks.

Germany, the newspaper said

The paper added that the 
Rhineland population and es- 
pecially south German Cath- 
olics are “longing for the ar- 
rival of the Allies.”

move supplies and men. 

The loss, the 29th submarine 
since the war started, was an- 
nounced by the Navy today with- 
out any details.

Aboard on her last patrol were 
at least 65 officers and men com- 
manded of Lt. Cmdr. Robert A.

May Face Foe 


Americans Push On 
North of Florence; 
British Still Stalled 


ROME, Sept. 12.—(/)—vU. 8. 
Fifth Army patrols have pushed 
into several outposts of the Goth- 


ic line north of Florence against 
only moderate opposition, raising 
a question as to whether the Ger- 
mans plan a death stand in its for- 
tifications after all. 

But on the Adriatic sector of 
the Italian battle front the Brit- 
ish Eighth Army still was stalled 
south of Rimini by fierce enemy 
resistance. 

Allied headquarters announced 
— that American patrols 
reached Barberino in the northern 
Apennines, 16 miles north of Flor- 
ence, and Scarperia, five miles 
east of MBarberino. These ad- 
vanced elements encountered only 
perfunctory rearguard actions as 
they pushed into the mountains. 

It still is too early to estimate 
the full significance of the Ger- 
man withdrawal in front of the 
Fifth Army, but Field Marshal 
Gen. Kesserling is confronted with 
two possible courses of action. 

In one he can stake his entire 
remaining armies.in defense of the 
Gothic line, which stretches 125 
miles across the peninsula and is 
based on the towering Apennines 
towering to 6,000 feet with easily 
defended passes, gambling on the 
hope of getting enough food and 
ammunition to his troops along 
supply lines already virtually de- 
stroyed by Allied planes. 

The alternative is to sacrifice 
substantial rearguards in delaying 
actions and disengagement efforts 
while getting the main forces back 
across the Po river and then 
sprinting for the Reich. Such a 
flight would be costly. 

he fierce stand near Rimini, 
which has held the British to only 
minor gains for a week, while oth- 
er German forces are withdraw- 
ing north of Florence toward Bo- 
logna, 35 miles away, supports the 
belief that Kesselring may be un- 
willing to commit his whole army 
to a battle in the Gothic line when 
a British breakthrough at Rimini 
would permit Eighth Army armor 
to flood into the Po valley and 
envelop the whole line from the 
rear.

LONDON, Sept. 12.—(4)— 
Dr. Goebbels, Germany’s total 
mobilization director, has 
passed along word that Ger- 
mans must simplify their fu- 
neral arrangements, it was an- 
nounced today. 

New funeral regulations pub- 
lished in the newspaper Na- 
tional Zeitung tighten restric- 
tions on funerals and death 
notices and cut the ration al- 
lowances of black eloth for 
mourning. 

Funeral processions are pro- 
hibited, under penalty of a 
100-mark fine or a week in 
jail, except when arranged by 
the Nazi party; mourning pur- 
chases are limited to a crepe 
armband and a tie for men, 
and a pair of black stockings 
for women.

Calm and Rest 


Is Atmosphere 
At ‘Eventide 


By CECILE DAVIS. 


From its shady, tree-studded 
lawns to its quiét chapel, where 
sunlight filters through stained 
glass windows and makes mosaics 
on the floor, Eventide is a place 
of calm and rest. 

“It seems that anyone could be 
happy here, doesn’t it?” asked a 
gentle voice. 

The gray-haired little lady who 
spoke was one of the 87 women 
whose home is Eventide, a non- 
profit, charitable home for aged 
women, operated by a group of 
prominent Atlanta women. The 
State Department of Public Wel- 
fare Monday placed Eventide resi- 
dents on the old-age pension rolls, 
in an effort to give them a sense 
of independence and to provide 
“boarding homes” for the aged 
throughout Georgia. 

OPENED IN 1905 

Before 1905, when the idea of 
Eventide was conceived by Mrs. 
Sarah J. Purtell, those of Atlanta's 
dependent old people who were 
not too proud went to the poor 
hourse. Mrs. Purtell, Mayor James 
L. Key’s wife and other prominent 
Atlanta women felt that a private- 
ly supported home for the aged 
would solve the problem of pride 
and poverty. 

Through their efforts, the first 
home for old women opened in 
1905 on Carnegie Way, where the 
Atlanta Athletic Club now stands. 
It was supported by the city and 
by private contributions, and was 
originally designated as a home 
for widows of Confederate vet- 
erans as well as other needy old 
women. 

When the home opened, it 
housed five old ladies, but as their 
numbers grew, Eventide sought 
larger quarters. The second house 
was on Mitchell street, between

Residents of the Georgia and 
Carolina coasts, however, were 
urged to watch for further advices 
on the storm, in which winds were 
estimated up to 140 miles an hour.

No Comfort for Japan

Logic indicates that, once Germany has 
surrendered, it will not be long before 
Russia joins with the United States and 
Great Britain in the task of bringing the 
Nipponese to surrender. The Soviet will 
not hesitate to contribute to the victory 
over Japan, because the Soviet knows the 
importance, to her future policies, of an 
effective voice in the direction of the 
future of China and of Japan as well. 


Regardless of what Russia does, the 
doom of Japan is already written in the 
fast-mounting strength of American and 
British forces of sea and land and air in 
the Pacific arena of combat. However, the 
added might of Russia would contribute 
much to shortening the period needed to 
force Tokyo to that unconditional sur- 
render which is her only avenue to peace. 


War? 


Again, the Allies have promised that all 
enemy individuals guilty of vicious and 
atrocious acts against citizens of the occu- 
pied countries will be held, tried and sen- 
tenced, when the war is done. Some of 
these guilty ones are, undoubtedly, among 
the prisoners. Will we weed out the ac- 
cused and hold them for trial, regardless 
of their status as prisoners? 


This problem, apparently, involves 
only the United States and Britain. Rus- 
sia, through Stalin, announced long ago 
that prisoners of war held in that country 
would be put to work repairing at least a 
part of the ruin they caused in Russian 
cities, towns and villages. Stalin has 
shown no sign of any change in this plan.

Killed the League 


Josephus Daniels once said that until Wood- 
row Wilson came on the national scene, Henry 
Cabot Lodge was THE scholar in politics. When 
Lodge became merely a scholar in politics. 


This embittered Lodge and helped supply the spark which made 
him so bitter in his successful efforts to defeat Woodrow Wilson’s 
plan for a League of Nations to prevent war. (Including, of course, 
the one we now fight.) 


There now has appeared a study of Lodge, titled “The Gentle- 
man From Massachusetts,” which reveals some rather terrifying 
facts. It indicates a Republican state of mind which already so 
plainly is revealed in the Dewey campaign. Lodge plotted, with 
Theodore Roosevelt and others, the defeat of the covenant even 
before it was written and before he knew what it would contain. 


Gerald W. Johnson, probably America’s best. commentator on 
history and politics, has reviewed the book. Johnson, author of 
Roosevelt: Dictator or Democrat?”, probably the best nonpartisan 
study of Mr. Roosevelt, and a number of other historical ‘hed 
begins his review of the book as follows: 


“Politics in a democracy, as Mr. Wilson discovered, is never 
adjourned. 


“This is the central thesis of Karl Schriftgiesser’s admirable 
study of one of the most curious figures of the last generation, a 
person too much the gentleman to be quite a man, too superior to 
attain the heights, too intelligent to be sensible, too learned to be 
wise. Henry Cabot Lodge, senator from Massachusetts, in 1924 
looked upon his work and said that it was good; he probably died 
satisfied. Yet 20 years later a biographer can write with some 
justification, ‘There are those who feel that his real memorial was 
- . « the surge of death that roared across Europe in the autumn 
of 1939, the cdtastrophe that we call the second world war.“ 

It seems rather a coincidence that the picture “Wilson” should 
be on the screens of the nation at the very time a book should ap- 
pear about the cold, ruthless man who manipulated a minority to 
defeat a majority. ' 
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Party First Lodge was educated, wealthy and an author. Most 
of his stuff is a collection of his own speeches and 

a book glorifying some of his ancestors. His one creditable work 
is judged to be the editorship of the papers of Alexander Hamilton. 
Lodge was a party man first. The Republican party meant 
more to him than country or self. Oldsters in the south will remem- 
ber him as having supported the Force bill of 1890, Johnson finds 


Lodge supported it not because he wanted the Negro to vote but 


because it would cut down the representation of the Democratic 
party in the south, and thereby assist the Republican party. 

He was no man to write legislation. It was behind closed doors 
and in the traditional, ‘“‘smoke-filled room” that he was at his best. 


In the beginning it was party regularity that led him to oppose 
Wilson. Hate came later, But it was hatred of the Democratic party 
that began it. He had a long history of opposing treaties with any 
other nation. The record is clear. His reservations were for the 


one purpose of destroying the League. 
Johnson, in concluding his review, has an in- 


Rule of Hate teresting conclusion of this type of man idealists 
say should go into politics: 

“The fight against the treaty is very nearly a model of Machia- 
vellian scheming. Lodge faced terrific odds, but he won. His tactics 
were superb, whether his purpose was right or wrong. No aspiring 
young politician should fail to study them assiduously, for there 
never was a better example of how to defeat the majority. 

“But people who are not politicians are apt to find the story 
both depressing and alarming. Hatred was the stimulus most ef- 
fective throughout this man’s career. 

“Lodge, wealthy, well bred, well. educated, intelligent, was pre- 
cisely the sort of man our idealists are always telling us should go 
into politics, But this account of his career, cold, exact and lucid, 
ruins that notion. It is the old story—character is more important 
than equipment. If a man is motivated almost altogether by hatred, 
his work is likely to be pretty bad: and the more intelligent he is, 
the more effective he will be in doing adroitly the things that crude 
bosses do blunderingly.” 

So concludes Johnson. It is a fact the Republican bosses long 
have been more adroit than their rivals. Thomas Dewey, for in- 
stance, was a machine product for the nomination as much as Har- 
ry Truman on the other side, yet the fact was adroitly camouflaged. 

This seems to be, albeit a little late, to start comparing Wilson 
. 3 We will have to make the same choice in the months 
ahead.

In the year 1836, when Texas 
was a vast empire of grassland 
almost uninhabited in the interior, 
the Americans who had settled 
along the water courses rebelled 
against the Mexican government, 


defeated and captured the ruler, 
and obtained a treaty which made 
Texas a free and sovereign nation. 


The Texans then asked our gov- 
ernfent to admit their nation to 
the union as a state, and this was 
finally done—despite Jackson's re- 
luctance and the .opposition of 
anti-slavery people. 


Since the great state was ad- 
mitted, our people have said quite 
truthfully: “America owns Texas.” 
But Texas senators and represen- 
tatives and prominent citizens like 
Jesse Jones have helped rule 
America, and every Texan can 
say: “America is my. country.” 


Now consider Manchuria anoth- 
er vast plain with the richest of 
soil and almost unlimited mineral 
resources. 


When the Japs faked an “inci- 
dent” and marched in to seize the 
whole country in violation of a 
“solemn treaty,” the governments 
of free lands were alarmed and 
resentful; but pro-Jap Americans 
rushed into print with the argu- 
ment that the Japs were doing no 
wrong because Manchuria didn’t 
belong to China and never had. 


It was another case of wh 
owned which, In 1600 something, 
the Manchus came down from 
Manchuria and defeated the Chi- 
nese and established their seat of 
government at Peking. (The con- 
auerors felt superior and made the 
Chinese grow pigtails as evidence 
of their servitude.) 


Though the Manchu ruler moved 
to China to enjoy its greater 
Wealth and culture, he still owned 
Manchuria. And since his dynasty, 
which continued until the revolu- 
tion in our time, was the lawful 
government of China, it followed 
that China owned Manchuria. 


True, the Japs had obtained con- 
trol of the South Manchurian Rail- 
way and built cities and industries 
along the tracks, but 95 wer cent 
of the population was Chinese— 
who had moved in and almost en- 
tirely absorbed the original Man- 
chu population. Whether Man- 
churia owned China or China 
owned Manchuria, they were one, 
as Texas and America are one. 


History provides numerous illus- 
trations that would be more exact 
than the case of Texas. When Wil- 
liam of Normandy conquered Eng- 
land, he made London his seat of 
government, At first it was Nor- 
mandy that owned Eneland: but 
the tail couldn't was the doe for- 
ever, end in later years, with all 
authority centered in London. it 
was England that owned Nor- 
mandy.

Dewey's Campaign Plans 
Call for Late Crescendo 


ABOARD THE DEWEY SPECIAL, Sept. 12.—Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey’s opening campaign sortie is only a few days old, but it has 
gone far enough to demonstrate that his political technique is very 
different from that displayed by Wendell L. Willkie four years ago. 


Starting a nation-wide tour in Chicago in the second week of 
September, Willkie within four days had made literally scores of 
speeches to crowds numbering into hundreds of thousands, to the 
almost complete ruin of his vocal chords. 

Dewey, in the same period, has toured from end to end of such 
crucial states as Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana and Iowa and touched 
Kentucky and Michigan, making only five speeches, and two of 
these, at Lansing and Owosso, very brief and inconsequential. 

Moving on westward, he is scheduled to make no more speeches 
until he reaches the Pacific coast at Seattle next weekend. 


The headlines evoked by Willkie were about equally divided 
between ten-strikes and boners. In the latter category, for ex- 
ample. was his “to hell with Chicago” crack, made on his very 
first morning out. and his abortive charge the next day that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had used the telephone to threaten Mussolini in the 
course of the Czechoslovakia crisis. 

Willkie’s rapid-fire speech-making, interspered with ministra- 
tions by his throat doctor, left him little time for state committee- 
men and other folks desiring to confer with him. He put little 
stock in such confabs how. His tendency to er members of 
his preconvention Willkie clubs to the titular blican leaders 
kept him in continual hot water. 


Dewey, in contrast, is devoting almost all his 
Dewey Confers time on this three weeks’ jaunt to confer- 
ring with party workers. At each of his major stops he has spent 
many hours talking behind closed doors to a succession of special- 
interest groups, war veterans, Negroes, Poles, labor, farm and in- 
dustrial spokesmen, editors and whatnot. 

One gathers that most of the people in these conferences are 
Dewey supporters to begin with and that his main of get- 
tin em together is to inform them as to his views and arm them 
with arguments to use in proselyting their respective constituencies. 
Willkie was forever hunting out the people whom he thought were 
against him and trying to turn them to his side. Dewey’s process 
so far is largely the reverse. He is hunting out people who are for 
him with a view to getting every last one of them busy in his behalf. 

In Michigan, for example, Willkie’s 1940 tours were confined 
almost exclusively to the automobile manufacturing centers, where 
President Roosevelt is strongest. On his tirst campaign visit to his 
native state, at least, Dewey has devoted himself entirely to the 
rock-ribbed Republicans in the midstate section. 

A point em ized in all the meetings at Lansing was that if 
the whole of Michigan’s out-state vote is gotten to the polls, its 19 
electors are sure for Dewey, despite anything pro-Roosevelt Detroit 


can do.

No Barnstorming speeches is based partly on war conditions.

Willkie began popping 
off in numerous speeches and statements in July and August, By 
mid-September he was either repeating himself or overstraining 
in his effort to give his hearers something new. The result was a 
bad slump around October 1, which he partly wiped out in the 
last weeks, but not sufficiently to win. 

Dewey is building with the idea of reserving his best licks for 
October when, he hopes, President Roosevelt will be out in the 
open, swapping blows with him.

8.—(By Wireless) - (Delayed) United 


States forces entered Belgium's second largest city from the east and 
west simultaneously. We now are 22 miles from the German border, 
with no German defenses between us and the “west wall.” 


The column I am with swung 
around south of the city yester- 
day to enter this morning from 
the east and trap whatever Ger- 
mans were trying to escape. Oth- 
er.columns hit from due west and 
northwest to drive the Germans 
in toward us, but the Germans had 
left. only some expendables be- 
hind—some demolition squads to 
blow up bridges and supplies and 
some antitank guns, infantry, and 
an odd tank or two to protect 
them at their work—and expend- 
ables would not be driven. They 
stood and expended themselves. 

So in six days the liberation of 
Belgium is all but completed, and 
almost exactly five years from 
the day it began the war is back 
to the place from which it started.

40. Hour Week 
Poses Problem 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—The 
proposal of War Mobilization Di- 
rector James F. Byrnes that Jabor 
return to a 40-hour week in civil- 
lan plants after the defeat of Ger- 
many today had added another 
difficult factor to the wage issues 
which confront President Roose- 
velt in the midst of the presiden- 
tial campaign. 

With the question of breaking 
the “Little Steel” formula an 
thus shifting the base of his whole 
stabilization program shortly 
coming up before the War Labor 
Board, Byrnes’ suggestion that 
hours must be reduced to “spread 
the work” and reduce unemploy- 
ment in the reconversion period 
would on the basis of present 
hourly rates involve a 30 per cent 
reduction in “take-home” pay for 
hundreds of thousands of workers. 

One of the principal reasons no 
action has been taken so far to in- 
crease the “15 per cent over 1941” 
maximum hourly raise allowed by 
the “Little Steel” formula, despite 
the fact that the cost of living has 
admittedly gone up at least 25 
per cent, officials say, is that the 
actual earnings of most workers, 
when overtime is included, have 
risen much more than living costs. 

But if eight “overtime hours” 
are 1 off, many workers 

ack to 40 hours’ pay in- 
stead of receiving the equivalent 
of 52. The issue, officials point 
out, then will be whether to let 
the workers absorb this loss, or to 
raise their hourly pay to compen- 
sate for it. The matter of costs 
and prices of products sold to the 
public, which Byrnes says will in 
many cases have to be higher, and 
other inflationary factors, will be 
involved in this decision. 

Informed officials predict that 
the entire wage issue will be 
given a thorough public airing be- 
fore the War Labor Board before 
November 7. When the tensely 
awaited panel report in the steel 
case formally gets to the WLB it 
will take its place beside previous 
panel reports “finding facts” on 
requests for more money for auto- 
mobile and packing house workers 
of the CIO and several cases from 
the AFL. 

In all of these the fact-finding 
bodies point out that no substan- 
tial blanket raises can be granted 
now without changing the whole 
wage stabilization pony. 

The steel panel’s report will 
set up clearly the fact that a dis- 
crepancy of approximately 15 per 
cent exists between wage and price 
movements, and the President is 
the only man who can settle it. 

Before the WLB decides to rec- 
ommend a change in the wage 
formula, if it does, it will call a 
public hearing, where all the big 
guns of both unions and industry 
would certainly be aligned in a 
memorable economic debate with 
sharp itical overtones. Of 
course, the WLB could decide to 
quash the whole idea, and hold no 
hearing. But in that case a parade 
of union officials to the White 
House would be likely. 

If it holds a public hearing and 
decides the “Little Steel” rate is 
no longer fair to labor, the WLB 
will then make a recommendation 
to the President. This procedure 
will take some weeks but whether 
the board’s action, if any, reaches 
the President’s desk before elec- 
tion in the end may depend on 
whether it is planned that way.

The best opinions are that if 
Hitler tries to man the entire 
west wall his forces will be so 
thinly spread out they will break 
easily.

Our column shelled some Ger- 
mans while coming up to the 
ridges east of the city, and we had 
some killed and wounded, too. 
Other columns had to fight all the 
way along, but these skirmishes 
were only delaying actions by the 
Germans to give their demolition 
squads as much time as ible, 
and there was nothing soli 
them. 

Then this morning our column 
picked itself up out of its pup 
tents and stood at dawn on the 
beautiful ridges east of Liege. 

There was a brilliant sun this 
morning, but the air was very 
cold. The wind bit into us with 
frosty, hoary teeth all night, and 
in the morning the pine trees 
sparkled frostily in a bright, yel- 
low sun. 

Death struck first at civilians. 
A grenade exploded ahead of us 
and there were some shots. We 
proceeded with great care about 
200 yards to where a man lay 
bleeding, with a woman pawing 
at him and weeping over him. 
This Rexist had n waiting all 
night for our coming. When he 
saw us he took a German hand 
grenade and ran to the home of a 
neighbor with whom he had 
been feuding and threw it in there. 
Then he stood boldly in the road, 
—.— and demented, until he was 

illed by survivors from within 
the house. 

The Rexists who, like the Tories 
of our Revolution, collaborated 
with the invading forces, began 
retreating to Germany last Friday, 
and Belgian resistance groups and 
civilians began dynamiting their 
homes then. This had been go- 
ing on all week and reached a 
crescendo when the so-called White 
Army saw us camping on the 
ridges east of the city. 

Then a German anti-tank gun 
began pumping at us. Shells hit 
a crossing about 200 feet ahead of 
us, killing four civilians in a crowd 
waiting to greet us, picked up 
some stone from a corner building 
and brained an American soldier, 
killing him, too. Some of our in- 
fantrymen, one of whom was 
wearing a silk high hat which he 
had found in a wrecked house, 
dropped wearily off a truck and 
went to work on the German road 
block. Two Germans -.survived 
their work. They went walking 
past us, putting their feet ahead 
of them slowly and not so surely 
and looking pale and very tired 
but unafraid. 

Then we went on along the 
Ourthe. Some Germans were hold- 
ing a bridge across the river with 
machine guns when I started to 
write this and our tanks were talk- 
ing back at them with 75’s. The 
tanks have gone ahead now, leav- 
ing only dead behind, and the 
dead do not look surly an do not 
look afraid. They just look like 
children crumpled up in sleep.

Serve Hot Soup With Your Meals 
When Fall's Chilly Days Appear 


By SALLY SAVER. 


The first fall weather makes us 
think of soup. There are many 
soups we serve the year round, 
and there are the chilled madri- 
lenes and consommes which are 
especially nice for summer serv- 
ing. But the chowders we think 
of for cool brisk days, when chill- 
ing winds make us quicken our 
step, and choose hot coffee and 
soups to. help take off the chill. 


There are many kinds of chow- 


ders, but to most it means a soup 
made of fish or shellfish. Clam 
chowder is what a New England- 
er thinks of when chowder is men- 
tioned. But even clam chowder 
has its variations and there are 
staunch devotees to both the New 
England and the New York type. 
In case you should want recipes 
for both types, I shall give them. 
But ‘often clams aren’t available 
here and I shall give a recipe for 
chowder made of haddock or oth- 
er fish which usually is available. 
Also an old-fashioned vegetable 
chowder. 


CLAM CHOWDER, 
NEW ENGLAND STYLE 

One and a half dozen large 
clams will be needed: Have these 
opened, and be sure to save all the 
juice, Pour 1 cup cold water over 
the clams, and then strain the 
water and juice together through 
a fine strainer. Cut the hard part 
of the clams into small bits, or 
chop them. Leave the soft parts 
whole and keep them separate. 
Cut a slice of fat salt pork into 
small dice and fry in a soup kettle 
until beginning to brown. Add 1 
medium sized onion, sliced and 
cook until yellow. Then add the 
strained clam juice, 1 cup diced 
potatoes and the chopped clams. 
Cook slowly until the potatoes are 
tender, or for about 25 minutes. 
Then add the soft part of the 
clams and reheat to the boiling 
point. Next add 1 1-2 cups milk 
and 2 tablespoons butter blended 
with 2 tablespoons flour. Season 
with 1-2. teaspoon salt, or more 
accord to taste, and a little 
pepper. e very hot with hard 


Use 1% dozen large clams, 
pick over to remove any bits of 
shell, and cut off the hard part 


of the clams. Chop these and leave 
the soft part whole. Cut a slice 
of fat salt pork in dices and fry 
until beginning to brown, then 
add a large sliced onion, the clam 
juice, 1-cup water, 2 cups toma- 
toes, 1 cup diced potatoes, 1-4 cup 
diced celery, 1-2 teaspoon thyme, 
1 teaspoon salt, add a little pep- 
per. Cover and cook for 25 min- 
utes or until the vegetables are 
tender. Then add the soft part of 
the clams and cook for 3 minutes 
longer. Thicken slightly with 2 ta- 
blespoons butter blended with 2 
tablespoons flour. Serve very hot. 
FISH CHOWDER 

The fillets of haddock or other 
fish that may be bought all ready 
to cook are most convenient for 
this. Use about 1 1-2 pounds fil- 
let for the chowder. Skin and 
cut the fish in dice. Cut a fat 
slice of salt pork into dice and 
fry in a saucepan until beginning 
to brown. Peel and slice 3 me- 
dium sized potatoes, and 1. large 
onion. Put a layer of fish in the 
kettle on top of the pork and 
sprinkle lightly with salt and pep- 
per. Add a layer of onions and 
potatoes, then the rest of the fish 
and the rest of the potatoes. Add 
enough cold water to just cover. 
Cover the pan and boil gently for 
25 to 30 minutes, or until the po- 
tatoes are tender. Melt 2 table- 
spoons of flour, add 2 tablespoons 
butter and when blended stir in 
2 cups milk. Stir until boiling, 
add to the chowder and season to 
taste with salt and pepper. Sprin- 
kle a little minced parsley in the 
chowder and serve very hot with 
hard crackers. 


PARSNIP CHOWDER 
Other vegetables may be used. 
Scrape 4 parsnips and chop 
enough to make 1 cupful. Dice po- 
tatoes to make 1 cupful, slice two 
onions and cut a slice of fat salt 
pork into dice. Fry the pork, then 
add the onions and cook slowly 
for 5 Minutes. Add the parsnips 
and —— 1 teaspoon salt and 
a littlé pepper and 1 1-2 cups boil- 
ing water. Cover and cook slowly 
until the vegetables are soft—or 
for about 25 minutes. Then add 1 
pint of milk, 1-3 cup rolled crack- 
er crumbs and one or two table- 
minced parsley. Serve very

The back-to-school program pro- 
duced results in the Atlanta school 
system, and for the first time in 
10 years the trend is toward a 
larger enrollment, according to 
Miss Ira Jarrell, ‘city school su- 
perintendent. 


Reporting to the Atlanta board 
of education yesterday, Miss Jar- 
rell released figures to show that 
enrollment for the new school year 
now stands at 45,123, an increase 
of 244 over the same period last 
year, without including registra- 
tions for night and nursery schools. 

White schools increased 271, 
while Negro enrollment declined 
127, mostly in the elementary 
grades, Miss Jarrell said.
